Ottawa, March, 2 
Costigan’s! tmotidn suggesting 


charges in the British coronation oath 
occupied the whole of Friday ia debate. 
A vote was reached at abowt two 
o’cleck on Saturday morning. The 
motion which had radically 
amended with the consent of the ‘mov- 
er and the houve was carried by a vole 
of 125 (0 19. The mctida, the discuss 
iou and the vote were outside party 
lines. The foliowing members voted 
against! the amended motion: Messrs, 
Oliver, Wallace, Sproule, Taylor .Wil- 
mot, Carscallen, Reid, (Grenville). 
Clarke, Wilson, Roche, Alcorn, Robin- 
son, (Elgin), Sheritt, Johnsion (Card- 
well), Tolton, Lavell, Kidd, Blain and 
lennox. 

Considering the delicaoy of the sub- 
jet’ and, the opportunities which it 
offered for arousing sectional feeling 
the house is to be congratulated! on 
the moderate and tolerau:t tone of (the 
debate. But} on the other hand it was 
plaiy/ that the various members were 
more anxious to avoid arousing  re- 
ligious amirosities than they were to 
go into the actual merits of the case. 
There probably never was a debate in 
parliament’ in which more platitudes 
and, pure fiim flam formed a greater 
part, Members vied with each 
other in playing ostrich, as to the real 
issue which as the motion originally 
stood was whether a protestant King 
should} as such be permitted to' make 
a@ profession of faith as a protestant, 
So anxious were a number of members 
to swallow the motion that they com- 
mitted themselves to its support, it 
if to be supposed, before realizing, its 
full logical effect. The motion was to 
strike out of the coronation ceremony 
the declaration of dissent by tha sov- 
ereign from the chief distinctive 
doctrines of the Roman Catholic 
church, and so leave his or her religs 
iov an open question. As the mover 
of, the motion and al] the principal 
speakers both catholic and protest-- 
ant had expressed their approval of 
the prnciple of preserving the Protest- 
ant succession an amendmant avag 
necessary as othorwise they w ould ‘be 


been 


voting to leave in question some- 
thing which thay all declared they 
believed im About midnight, after 


many of the members had gone home 
in) the expectation that a division 
would not bo reached untit tho next 
sitting day, at the suggestion of! the 
premier and with the unani¢ 
mous coosent of the house the 
mover was allowed to amend 
his motion so as to ask only for amend- 
meat nod not for abolition of the dec- 
laration of protest, In consequence a 
nuinbert of members who had decided 
to vote against the original motion 
supported it as amended. 

The feeling was universally ox- 
pressed that all language offensive to 
any man’s, religious belief should be 
avoided at all times, in every place and 
on every Orcasion. As rarliament 
was not called on to provide means to 
meet the occasion discussion under so 
trivial a matter as the difficulty of 
doing: so, and still providing! for pos- 
sible contingencies, was not allowed 
ta worry tbe members, as it must have 
done had the responsibility of revision 
of the cororatior -eremony rested on 
them. It is so easy to tell others what 
they ought to do; and td be generous 
with what we could not give if we 
wanted to. 

As amended the motion asked for 
the removal of words objectionable to 
Roman Catholics from the King’s de- 
claration’ of religious belief. Which 
in itself is reasonable enough. But in 
order to make the case for the aboli- 
tion of the declaration strong the wr- 
iginal motion gave an exaggerated and 
improper meaning to the words of the 
declaration, and this interpretation 
was allowed to reniain in ihe amended 
motion, as the only reavon for its be- 
ing accepted. The whole question 
turned! on the meaning of the word 
“idolatrous” as applied to certain 
Roman Catholic doctrines, the motion 
specifically siating thai thereby the 
King spoke of his Roman Catholic 
subjects as “idolators”. But neither 
the, words nor the meanings of, the 
words “idolatrous” and “idojators” 
are the same. To say that a -ertain 
doctrine is “heritical” is not to say 
that the person holding that doctrine 
is a heretic. Rather, inasmuch as the 
word, is used to express a leaning to- 
wards, as distinguished from an ar- 
rival at, heresy it indicates that the 
person} spoken of is not a heretic 
though possibly in danger of becoming 
so. To allude to a certain process of 
reasoning as “jesuitical” is very far 
from, sayiug that the person using it 
id a jesuit, And to say that a certain 
doctrise is “idolatrous” is as far from 
saying that the persons who hoid’ it 
are “idolatore.” 

As the motion stood originally, ob- 
jecting, to the declaration by whiclf a 
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Romano! Catholic is excluded from the 
British’ throne, it was purposefal and 
logical; but when amended to admit 
the justice aud prupriety of preserv- 
ing the Protestant succession, whi'e ob- 
jecting to the form of words consider- 
edi by the wisest minds of their age as 
neressar'y. to that end, and basing the 
objection’ on a mis-statement | of 
the plain meaning of the words ob- 
jected, to, it was neither purposeful nor 
logical, and was adopted mereiy on 
the priociple that it was harmless. But 
it_was not and could not be harmless, 
that ‘he carliamert of Pritain’s great- 
est dependency sbould Jend its name 
td the assertion that by what one yart 
of the population considers an abso- 
lute necessity to the liberty and wei- 
far of the empire, another part is 
insulted, Not because it was the fact 
—for it is sot the fact—but because 
itt was easier, as it alwajvs is, to gay 
“ves” than to say “no,” 

The readiress to interfere with what 
it couid aot control, shown by parlia- 
ment on this occasion, will scarcely 
be accepted as a certificate of filness 
for their imperial responsibilities, the 
right to assume which was one of the 
chief arguments in surport of the reso- 
lution. 

To deny to Protestants the right 
tad rbetutbe) their own; tests of doc- 
tring to the individuals of that faith 
—whether King or subject--is to deny 
the religious liberty which so many 
of the speakers professed to uphold. 
That the words used may fairly , bea 
considered? offensive ‘s no doub4 true, 
anc it is not desirable that offensive 
words should be. used on any ‘occagion. 
But avy expression of dissent from any 
religious doctrine is necessarily to 
some degree offensive to ,*rsons hold- 
ing that doctrioe, There is a wide 
differenna between “offensive” and in- 
sulting, An insult depends upon the 
manner| and purpose qf using: the 
words rather than upon the words 
themselves. When parliament acced- 
ed to the gropositian that the corona- 
tion oath in its present form is an in- 
sult to the Roman Catholics of the em- 
pire it assumed a responsibility for 
which the best excuse that cam be 
given is that it was nvt understood 
or appreciated. 

An amusing inpeident of the debate 
Was a passuge betweea John Charlton 
and Clarke Wallace. Charlton, who 
iv a staunch Presbyterian, and some- 
times preaches in the churches of that 
denomination, supported the motion as 
it was introdu-ed ina speech brimming 
over with brother'y love to all re- 
ligious sects and creeds taking the 
grouod that his religious belief com- 
pelled him to tolerant views and that 
for this reason in particular he could 
not support the retention of tha oath 
in its p-esent form, 

Wallace rather spoiled bis argument 
by ceading from the Westminster cron- 
fession which embodies the belief of 
the Presbytemnan church, to which 
Charlton himself as 2 member of that 
church, had subscribed, sections spe- 
cifically repudiating Roman Catholic 
doctrine, and using even stronger 
language than that contained in the 
King’s dalaration, 1t was one on 
Charitor, who “id oot better his pasi- 
tion any by saying that the Presby- 
teriun confession of faith was being 
revised, 

Wallace filso read from the ‘Thirtiy- 
nine articles embodying the belief of 
the English church language denoune- 
ingf Roman Catholie, doctrine quite as 
strongly as the Westminster confes- 
sion) did. Showing that Charlton was 
not the only one of those who talked so 
eloquently’ about modern 
who either did not believe what they 
said, or did not act as they believed, 

Wade, liberal, of Annapolis, Nova 
Scotia, got into deer: syater, trying io 
include Lutherans as being subjected 
td the same insult as Roman Catholics 
by: the declaration against the doctrine 
of transubstantiation. He was trip- 
ped by Fowler, conservative of New 
Bruoswick,—who, however, voted for 
the motion—who pointed out that the 
Lutheran belief in consubstantiation 
was opposed to and nat included hy 
the doctrine of transubstantiation. 

On the whole it wax made apparent 
that duning recent years in Canada 
religious toleration had made greatet 
advances than doctrigal knowledge. Or 
possibly it might be said that Christian 
charity has grown at the expensa of 
sectarian) zeal; and to thay extend no 
doubt the debate was a disappoint- 
ment to some of those who brought it 
about. 

Ottawa, March 6, 

A’ month to-day since yarliament 
opened. Business is much further ad- 
vaneed, than usual, at this period of 
the session, but only the fringe has 
yet been touched. 

Davis’ motion to establish a rail- 
way commission was debated on Mon- 
day and accepted by the government 
and) the house without a division. This 
is @ resolution which has been brought 
forward at several preceding sessions, 
und on each occasion favorable con- 
sideratier, with a prospect of action 
in thf near future, has been promised 
byi the minister of railways. Sa far, 
however, witbout result. The debate 
of’ Monday developed the fact that 
there was a practically unanimous 
feeling from end to end of Canada that 
tha government should regulate rail- 
way rates, The only dissenting voice 
was tbat of Col. Tisdaie, Opposition, 
of North Norfolk, Ont., But the de- 
cidedi v, half-hearted assent of -he min- 
ister of railways was very disappoint- 
ing to the friends of government con- 
trol, and a surprise as well. Certain- 
ly, @ strooger case could not bave been 
made, out for the need of Erotection 
by the gablic against extortion and 
discrimination. The speakers did not 
deal in generalities, but gave speci- 


toleration, j 


fic instances, and comparisons which 
left absolute'e »c rcom for argument 
as to the facts. : 

The minister of railways held, that 
discriminations were unavoidabie, 
There might be room for the work of 
a railway rommission, but to prevent 
discrimination would be to paralyze 
trade, Whit seemed to have aroused 
the objections of the minister was the 
comparison made by Mr. Davis be- 
tween the cost of hauling grairx from 
Chicago to St. Johu over the Parry 
Sound road and Intercolonial as com- 
pared w'th ths cost of haulirg much 
shorter distances in the west, and even 
over a part of thy same route. The 
minister seemed to resent the compari- 
son as an attack upon his policy of 
securing business for the Intercoionial. 
The house was no doubt surprised ta 
hear that the government was a party 
to the recent increase ia local rates 
over the Crow’s Nest road; and alsa 
to hear the minister take the position 
that the countny which raid $11,000 a 
mile towards the construction of the 
Crow’s' Nest road had no right to rates 
over that road any lower than those 
charged by parallel roads built at the 
sola expense of theirowners. He justi- 
fied the great difference between rates 
to non-competing points in the North- 
west and the rates to competing pvints 
oa the Pacific coast, 

Mr. Scott, tastanced a case of a 
piece of machinery shipped from Glas- 
gow,, Scotland, to Regina, which cost 
$100 more uo freight than a like piece 
of machinery shipiped from Glasgow to 
Vanrouver. 

Davis, Scott, Oliver, Galliber, Mc- 
Creary and Richardson all took the 
same stand against discrimination and 
over bonding of tbe roads. 

Osler, Toronto, spoke upon behalf of 
the investors in the Prince Albert 


branch, which bad never paid expenses; 
but did not show why the people who | 


depended on the road for transport 
should suffer because the companiy had 
made an ill-advised location of the 
road. P 

The C. P. R. town site question was 
discussed after Mr. Davis’ motion had 
been disposed of.. Mr. Osler took the 
part of the trustees, of whom he was 
one, The minister of interior took up 
the cudgels on behalf of the govern- 
ment, and a very interesting balf hour 
was speat just before the house closed 
for the night, 

On Tuesday resolutions to amend the 
provisions) for aid to a Parific cabla 
were put through, The amendments 
were rendered necessary by ceriain | 
changes that had occurred in the/con- 
ditions. How Mr. Mulock, ~ostmaster 
general, who had charge of the mat- 
ter, was about to leave for Australia 
to represent Canada at the opening 


of the confederated parliament and it 
was desirable to have the resolutiog 
passed before he started. 1t passed 
without division and practically with- 
out discussion. 

The remainder of the day was taken 
uy} with the discussion of estimates 
to complete payments in connection 
with! the Paris exposition, which 
came under the control of the minister 
of agriculture. The opposition criti- 
cized the items very sharply, badgered 
the minister of agriculture, whose esti- 
mates they were, and the ministex of 
public works who had personal charge 
of the exhibits a great deal, took one 
vote in committee wnich stood 99 toa 
50 in favor of the government, and 
generally/ put in the time until mid- 
pight in the most approved manner 
of dealing with the estimates, estab- 
lished by long custom. 

The total eort of tha exhibitiad to 
Canada was §315,000. The Canadian 
buildimg cost about $50,000 of this 
amount, The amount required to 
close up the accounts: and being asked 
for was $30,000.

In addition to the development of 
the coal and coke industry, the pro- 
posed railway will open up a prospect, 
andj an assured prospect, of smelting 
development! which wili prove, from a 
fpublic; standpoint, of the very, great- 
est importance. 

The success of the smelting industry 
depends upon the ability to assemble 
the various materials essential to pro- 
fitable smelting at the lowest possible 
cost, and, ifithe proposed line of rail- 
way is built, connecting the Crow’s

Simply on the item of transportation 
there would be the serious handicap 
of the ore cars bringing (own the coke 
acd ore from British Columbia tofa 
smelter on,the American side being 
compelled) to return empty, and this 
would necessarily entail a proportion- 
ately_higher freight rate. . 

Not the least important factor in 
the situation is the fear in the minds 
of American cayitalists interested in 
the mising industry of the west that 
an export duty may be put upon ores 
by the Canadian government, and this 
would cripple anv smelting industry 
establisheds.on the American side de- 
pendent upon Canadian ores as its 


source of supp'y. 

That’ this is not simply theory, but 
the mature judgwent of raclica! 
smelting men, is evidenced by the fact 
that we have the most positive asgur- 
ances from a smelting man of largs 
capital and experience that if we ob- 
tain! the proposed railway connection 
he will at once commence tbe erection 
of a large smelting plant in British 
Columbia adjacept to the coal fields; 
ang we have assurances scarcely less 
definite from others of the establish- 
ment of three or four more smelting 
industries! at other suitable pointa ia 
Souibern British Columbia, provided 


the proposed road is built. 

The grogpect, therefore, for South- 
arp British Columbia would appear to 
be exezedingly bright. Once the char- 
ter for the railway is assured, the -on- 
struction of the coke ovens, tha build- 
ing of the homes for the miners, and 
the virtual establishment of two new 
towas in Southern British Columbia,

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PROPOSED ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 

A special meeting of the council was 
held o2 Wednesday evéning to listen 
ta a proposition of Mr: T. A. Stephen 
with reference to his securing, on be- 
half of a company, the charter of the 
Edmonton atreet railway company 
now held by the town of Edmonton, 
There were present the mayor and 
Councillors Blowey, Henry, Goodridge, 
Morris and Brown. Ss 
- About two years ago Mr. Siephen 
approached! the council on the matter, 
but no satisfactopy agreement being 
reached the question drogped. The 


- purpose of Wednesday evening’© meet- 


ing was to consider the alterations de- 
sired by Mr, Stephen in the draft 
agreement of 1899. After the read- 
ing of the charter and the draft agree- 
ment the council on motion of Couns. 
Morris and Henry were resolved into 
a committee of the whole and proceed- 
ed to consider the agreement clause 
by clause. After getting it roughly 
shaped into condition acceptable to 
both parties, a committee of the town 
counci! was appointed to make a final 
draft of the agreement, after which it 
will be gone over with Mr. Stephen 
before Wednesday’s meeting, when it 
will be finally passed on by the council. 

In 1894 the council procured a char- 
text for a street railway with powers 
to build from Strathcona into Edmon- 
ton and project lines into the country 
for ter: miles in any direction from Ed- 
monton. It js the purpose of the pres- 
ent negotiations to apply for am ex- 
tension of the charter, to permiti ex- 
tension within a radius of twenty-five 
miles of the town, the idea being to 
take) in St. Albert, Stony Piain’ and 
Fort Saskatchewan, The acquiring of 
these rights from parliament will be a 
condition precedent to the purchase of 
tha charter by the company represent- 
ed by Mr Stephen.
